COVER  STORY 
MOLLIS  SALUTES  ITS  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

In  November  1982  the  Hollis  Fire  Department  moved  into  the  new 
fire  station  on  Glenice  Drive,  which  is  pictured  on  the  cover.  This  is  the 
third  building  that  the  department  has  occupied  since  the  formation  of  a 
fire  service  in  Hollis  sometime  before  1 800. 

The  first  fire  house,  built  in  1 859,  is  the  building  presently  occupied 
by  the  Hollis  Police  and  Communication  Center.  As  the  fire  department 
outgrew  this  building  an  addition  was  built  onto  the  Town  Hall  and  dedi- 
cated in  May  1 950.  This  station  also  became  inadequate  to  house  the  fire 
department  as  the  town  and  fire  department  grew  and  hence  the  new 
facility  was  built  by  the  town  in  1982. 

All  ten  pieces  of  fire  apparatus  are  now  in  one  building.  This  im- 
proves response  time  as  well  as  enables  more  effective  routine  main- 
tenance and  inspection  of  the  equipment. 

The  new  building  also  provides  good  office  and  training  space.  The 
department  now  can  have  the  ambulance  company  and  engine  companies 
meeet  at  the  same  time  which  has  helped  in  training  coordination  and 
communication.  Since  moving  into  the  building  the  training  room  and 
other  office  space  have  been  effectively  used  for  many  special  training 
sessions. 

The  members  of  the  fire  department  wish  to  thank  the  town  for  their 
support  in  bringing  this  project  into  completion.  It  is  a  facility  that  was 
well  studied,  designed  and  constructed  and  will  be  an  asset  to  the  town  for 
many  years  to  come. 

Hollis  is,  indeed,  very  proud  of  its  Volunteer  Fire  Department.  At  this 
writing  there  are  82  members  of  the  department  who  are  divided  into  three 
fire  fighting  companies  and  one  ambulance  company.  Following  is  a 
roster  as  of  January  1984.  We  salute  you  one  and  all!

We  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Mollis  for 
the  year  ended  December  31,  1982  and  have  rendered  our  opinion 
thereon  dated  March  1 1,  1983. 

We  have  not  performed  any  auditing  procedures  beyond  the  date  of 
our  opinion  on  the  financial  statements;  accordingly,  this  letter  is  based 
on  our  knowledge  as  of  that  date  and  should  be  read  with  that  under- 
standing. As  a  part  of  our  examination,  we  made  a  study  and  evaluation  of 
the  Town's  system  of  internal  accounting  control  to  the  extent  we  con- 
sidered necessary  to  evaluate  the  system  as  required  by  generally 
accepted  auditing  standards.  Under  these  standards,  the  purposes  of  such 
evaluation  are  to  establish  a  basis  for  reliance  on  the  system  of  internal 
accounting  control  in  determining  the  nature,  timing,  and  extent  of  other 
auditing  procedures  that  are  necessary  for  expressing  an  opinion  on  the 
financial  statements  and  to  assist  the  auditor  in  planning  and  performing 
his  examination  of  the  financial  statements. 

The  objective  of,  and  inherent  limitations  on,  any  system  of  internal 
accounting  control  are  described  in  the  Appendix  to  this  report. 

Our  examination  of  the  financial  statements  made  in  accordance  with 
generally  accepted  auditing  standards,  including  the  study  and  evaluation 
of  the  Town's  system  of  internal  accounting  control  for  the  year  ended 
December  31,1 982,  made  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  first  paragraph 
of  this  report,  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  weaknesses  in  the  system 
because  it  was  based  on  selective  tests  of  accounting  records  and  related 
data.  However,  such  study  and  evaluation  disclosed  the  following  con- 
ditions that  we  believe  to  be  weaknesses. 

General  Ledger  Accounting  System 

As  we  mentioned  in  our  report  last  year,  the  Town  has  implemented  a 
modified  general  ledger  system.  However,  we  feel  the  Town  could  derive 
more  comprehensive  financial  information  if  the  general  ledger  contained 
additional  accounts  to  record  assets,  liabilities  and  fund  equities.  We 
further  would  recommend  that  these  accounts  be  established  in  accord- 
ance with  the  fund  entities  that  are  promulgated  by  the  American  Insti- 
tute of  Certified  Public  Accountants.  We  also  suggest  that  a  chart  of 
accounts  be  established  with  account  numbers  for  each  of  the  accounts  in 
the  general  ledger. 
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Treasurer's  Cash  Book 

During  our  review  of  the  transactions  recorded  in  the  Treasurer' s  cash 
book,  it  came  to  our  attention  that  page  totals  and  monthly  totals  for 
receipts  and  disbursements  are  not  used. 

In  order  to  leave  a  better  audit  trail  and  to  make  the  monthly  re- 
conciliation between  the  Town  Accountant  and  the  Treasurer  easier,  we 
recommend  that  all  pages  in  the  cash  book  be  totaled.  We  also  recom- 
mend that  all  receipts  and  disbursements  be  totaled  each  month  and  these 
monthly  totals  should  be  included  in  the  cash  book. 

Departmental  Cash  Book 

During  our  review  of  the  receipts  received  in  the  Town  Clerk's  office, 
it  came  to  our  attention  that  some  miscellaneous  receipts  were  not 
recorded  in  a  formal  cash  book. 

The  following  is  a  partial  Hst  of  the  type  of  receipts  not  recorded  in  a 
cash  book: 

1 .  Title  applications 

2.  UCC  liens 

3.  Marriage  licenses 

4.  Death  certificates 

5.  Birth  certificates 

Although  these  receipts  are  not  significant  in  amount,  they  should  be 
recorded  in  a  cash  book. 

It  is  our  understanding  that  the  Town  Clerk  is  now  recording  these 
receipts  in  a  cash  book. 

Investments 

During  our  review  of  the  procedures  used  to  account  for  the  purchase 
and  maturity  of  certificates  of  deposit  and  repurchase  agreements,  we 
found  that  no  formal  investment  register  was  maintained. 

Although  a  worksheet  was  maintained  with  most  of  the  information 
on  investments,  we  recommend  that  a  formal  investment  register  be 
maintained  to  record  all  activity  in  relation  to  certificates  of  deposit  and 
repurchase  agreements.  At  a  minimum  this  register  should  include  the 
following  information: 

—  Date  purchased 

—  Bank 

—  Certificate  number 

—  Interest  rate 

—  Maturity  date 

—  Amount  invested 

—  Interest  earned  at  maturity 
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Property  Valuation  Cards 

During  our  review  of  the  property  tax  valuation  cards,  it  came  to  our 
attention  that  the  valuation  cards  have  not  been  updated  for  changes  in 
ownership  and  value  since  1981.  Instead,  all  changes  have  been  recorded 
directly  on  the  Selectmen's  copy  of  the  tax  commitment  book. 

We  recommend  that  all  changes  made  to  property  value  or  ownership 
be  recorded  directly  on  the  property  valuation  cards  as  well  as  on  the 
Selectmen's  commitment  book.  These  cards  should  be  considered  the 
permanent  record  of  properties  in  the  Town.  Also,  any  changes  made  on 
the  cards  should  reflect  the  date  of  the  change. 

Library  Bookkeeping 

During  our  review  of  the  procedures  used  to  account  for  receipts  and 
disbursements  in  the  Town  Library,  we  noticed  the  following  weak- 
nesses: 

—  Cash  balances  are  not  maintained  in  the  cash  journal 

—  Page  totals  are  not  used  in  the  cash  journal 

—  Formal  cash  reconciliations  between  the  cash  journal  and  the 
bank  statements  are  not  prepared 

—  Month  end  bank  statements  are  not  received 

In  order  to  have  more  control  over  the  cash  at  the  Library  and  to  leave 
a  better  audit  trail,  we  recommend  that  the  above  procedures  be  per- 
formed by  the  person  in  charge  of  the  business  activities  of  the  Library. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  Town  representatives  for 
the  courtesy  and  cooperation  extended  to  us  during  our  examination.  We 
would  be  happy  to  discuss  this  letter  further  with  you  at  your  con- 
venience.

Notes  to  Financial  Statements 
December  31,  1982 

1.  Summary  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies 

The  accounting  policies  of  the  Town  of  HoUis  as  reflected  in  the 
accompanying  financial  statements  for  the  year  ended  December  3 1 , 
1982  conform  to  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  for  local 
government  units,  except  as  indicated  hereinafter,  as  amended  by 
Statement  1,  Governmental  Accounting  and  Financial  Reporting 
Principles,  issued  by  the  National  Council  on  Governmental  Ac- 
counting. The  more  significant  accounting  policies  of  the  Town  are 
summarized  below: 

(a)  Fund  Accounting 

For  reporting  purposes,  the  financial  activities  of  the  Town 
are  accounted  for  through  the  use  of  several  funds  and  a  long- 
term  debt  group  of  accounts.  Each  fund  is  a  separate  accounting 
entity  with  self-balancing  accounts.  The  following  types  of  funds 
and  account  groups  are  used  by  the  Town: 

Governmental  Funds 

(i)  The  General  Fund  —  to  account  for  all  financial  activities 
of  the  Town,  except  those  required  to  be  accounted  for  in 
another  fund.  Most  revenues  and  expenditures  of  a  general 
governmental  nature  are  accounted  for  in  this  fund. 

(ii)  Special  Revenue  Funds  —  to  account  for  the  proceeds  of 
specific  revenue  sources  (other  than  special  assessments, 
expendable  trusts,  or  for  major  capital  projects)  that  are 
legally  restricted  to  expenditures  for  specified  purposes. 

(iii)  Capital  Projects  Funds  —  to  account  for  financial  resources 
to  be  used  for  the  acquisition  or  construction  of  major  capi- 
tal facilities  (other  than  those  financed  by  special  assess- 
ment funds). 

Fiduciary  Funds 

(iv)  Trust  Funds  —  to  account  for  assets  held  by  the  Town  in  a 
trustee  capacity.  These  include  (i)  Expendable  Trust  Funds, 
(ii)  Non-expendable  Trust  Funds. 

Account  Group 

(v)  General  Long-Term  Debt  Group  of  Accounts  —  to  account 
for  the  unmatured  principal  on  long-term  general  obligation 
indebtedness. 
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(b)  Basis  of  Accounting 

The  accrual  basis  of  accounting  is  used  for  the  Town's 
fiduciary  type  funds.  The  modified  accrual  method  of  accounting 
is  used  for  all  governmental  fund  types.  Under  the  modified 
accrual  method,  revenues  are  recorded  when  susceptible  to 
accrual  (i.e.,  measurable  and  available  to  finance  the  Town's 
operations)  and  expenditures,  other  than  interest  on  long-term 
debt,  are  recorded  when  the  liability  is  incurred. 

(c)  Fixed  Assets 

Property,  plant  and  equipment  acquired  or  constructed  for 
general  government  services  are  recorded  as  expenditures  in  the 
fund  making  the  expenditure.  Generally  accepted  accounting 
principles  require  that  such  assets  be  accounted  for  in  a  "general 
fixed  assets  group  of  account."  The  Town  does  not  maintain 
such  an  account  group. 

(d)  Taxes  Collected  for  Others 

The  Town  collects  property  taxes  and  other  shared  revenues 
for  the  Hollis  School  District  and  the  County  of  Hillsborough. 
Payments  to  the  other  taxing  units  are  normally  made  throughout 
the  year.  The  ultimate  responsibility  for  the  collection  of  taxes 
rests  with  the  Town.

(e)  Interfund  Transactions 

The  accompanying  financial  statements  reflect  numerous 
transactions  between  the  various  funds.  These  transactions 
represent  operating  transfers  and  do  not  constitute  revenues  nor 
expenditures  of  the  funds. 

(f)  Continuing  Appropriations 

Appropriations  for  certain  projects  and  specific  items  not 
fully  expended  at  year-end  are  carried  forward  as  continuing 
appropriations  to  the  next  year  in  which  they  supplement  the 
appropriations  of  that  year.  At  year-end,  continuing  appropria- 
tions are  reported  as  a  component  of  fiind  balance.

As  prescribed  by  state  law,  all  delinquent  taxes  are  sold  at  tax  sale 
by  the  Town's  tax  collector.  The  purchaser  of  tax  sale  properties 
obtains  a  priority  tax  lien.  If  the  property  is  not  redeemed  within  a  two 
year  redemption  period,  the  property  can  be  deeded  to  the  lien 
holder. 

3.  Retirement  Plans 

All  full-time  employees  of  the  Town  are  covered  under  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  Retirement  System.  Contributions  are  deducted  at 
rates  according  to  employment  category.  The  Town's  contribution  for 
normal  costs  of  the  plan  is  based  upon  an  actuarial  valuation  of  the 
entire  State.  Since  the  actuarial  valuation  is  performed  on  the  entire 
State  plan,  the  amount,  if  any,  of  the  excess  of  vested  benefits  over 
pension  fund  assets  for  the  Town  of  Mollis  is  not  available.  The  Town 
does  not  have  a  liability  for  past  service  costs.  The  Town's  expense  for 
the  year  for  the  State  plan  was  $17,240. 
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Budget 

The  Town  budget  represents  departmental  appropriations  as 
authorized  by  annual  or  special  Town  meetings. 

The  Selectmen  may  transfer  funds  between  operating  categories 
as  they  deem  necessary.

Certain  fund  balances  have  been  restated  to  give  effect  to  various 
prior  period  adjustments.

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TOWN  TREASURER'S  REPORT  —  1983 

The  General  Fund  balance  increased  during  1 983  from  $775,000  to 
$1,013,614,  an  increase  of  $238,614. 

Property  tax  collections  for  the  year  1 983  were  ahead  of  1 982  being 
81%  of  the  warrant  at  December  31  versus  77%  the  previous  year.  The 
property  tax  receivables  shrank  from  $765,206  to  $71 1,303,  a  decrease 
of$33,903. 

Investment  of  inactive  operating  funds  in  certificates  of  deposit 
earned  a  net  of  $3,6 1 7.29  more  than  the  interest  costs  for  tax  anticipation 
notes  this  past  year. 

Earlier  tax  receipts  made  additional  interest  earnings  possible  of 
$8,554.58,  while  the  Cash  Management  Program  for  balances  over 
$50,000  earned  $13,869.69.  Including  the  Tax  Collector's  NOW  ac- 
count which  earned  $3,320.89,  the  total  interest  earned  was  $29,362.45 
versus  $10,000  budgeted. 

The  close  cooperation  of  all  town  officials  receiving  funds,  especially 
the  Tax  Collectors  and  the  Town  Clerk,  plus  the  Selectmen's  Cash  Flow 
Projection  made  this  record  possible.

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ACCOUNTANFS  REPORT 

Board  of  Selectmen

We  have  examined  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the 
Town  of  Hollis,  New  Hampshire  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December 
31,1 982  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  Our  examination  was  made  in 
accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards,  and  included 
such  tests  of  the  accounting  records,  and  such  other  auditing  procedures 
as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

The  Town  has  not  maintained  a  record  of  its  general  fixed  assets,  and 
accordingly  a  statement  of  general  fixed  assets,  required  by  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles,  is  not  included  in  the  financial  report. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effects  of  the  omission  of  a  statement  of 
general  fixed  assets  as  discussed  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  the  afore- 
mentioned general  purpose  financial  statements  present  fairly  the  finan- 
cial position  of  the  Town  of  Hollis,  New  Hampshire,  at  December  31, 
1982,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in 
conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principle.s  applied  on  a 
basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

In  connection  with  our  examination,  we  also  ( 1 )  performed  tests  of 
compliance  with  the  Revenue  Sharing  Act  and  regulations  as  detailed  in 
the  commentary  on  the  Audit  Requirements  of  the  1 980  Amendments  to 
the  State  and  Local  Fiscal  Assistance  Act  issued  by  the  Office  of 
Revenue  Sharing,  U.S.  Department  of  Treasury,  and  (2)  compared  the 
data  on  Bureau  of  Census  form  RS-9C  with  the  audited  records  of  the 
Town  of  Hollis  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1981.

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INTERNAL  ACCOUNTING  CONTROL 

The  objective  of  internal  accounting  control  is  to  provide  reasonable, 
but  not  absolute,  assurance  as  to  the  safeguarding  of  assets  against  loss 
from  unauthorized  use  or  disposition,  and  the  reliability  of  financial 
records  for  preparing  financial  statements  and  maintaining  account- 
ability for  assets.  The  concept  of  reasonable  assurance  recognizes  that 
the  cost  of  a  system  of  internal  accounting  control  should  not  exceed  the 
benefits  derived  and  also  recognizes  that  the  evaluation  of  these  factors 
necessarily  requires  estimates  and  judgments  by  management. 

There  are  inherent  limitations  that  should  be  recognized  in  consider- 
ing the  potential  effectiveness  of  any  system  of  internal  accounting  con- 
trol. In  the  performance  of  most  control  procedures,  errors  can  result 
from  misunderstanding  of  instructions,  mistakes  of  judgment,  careless- 
ness, or  other  personal  factors.  Control  procedures  whose  effectiveness 
depends  upon  segregation  of  duties  can  be  circumvented  by  collusion. 
Similarly,  control  procedures  can  be  circumvented  intentionally  by 
management  either  with  respect  to  the  execution  and  recording  of  trans- 
actions or  with  respect  to  the  estimates  and  judgment  required  in  the 
preparation  of  financial  statements.  Further,  projection  of  any  evaluation 
of  internal  accounting  control  to  future  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that 
the  procedures  may  become  inadequate  because  of  changes  in  conditions 
and  that  the  degree  of  compliance  with  the  procedures  may  deteriorate.

MOLLIS  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  AND  AMBULANCE  SQUAD 

1983  REPORT 


After  the  first  ftill  year  in  our  new  station,  we  have  found  it  a  new 
experience  to  be  able  to  house  all  our  equipment  and  hold  all  our  training 
meetings  under  one  roof.  There  have  been  several  times  when  different 
meetings  or  training  sessions  were  taking  place  at  the  same  time  and  not 
interfering  with  each  other  because  of  the  extra  meeting  rooms  we  now 
have.  We  are  all  very  pleased  with  our  new  quarters. 

An  open  house  was  held  in  January  with  a  very  large  turn  out  of 
townspeople  looking  over  the  new  station.  Since  that  time,  with  money 
that  we  asked  for  in  our  1983  budget  and  a  very  nice  donation  from  the 
Marathon  Bridge  Group,  we  were  able  to  purchase  70  new  padded  chairs 
and  5  long  folding  tables.  With  some  extra  money  put  in  from  the  HoUis 
Firemen's  Association,  we  also  purchased  new  drapes  for  the  windows  in 
the  training  rooms. 

The  parking  lot  and  ramp  area  have  been  finished  off  with  hot  top 
asphalt,  and  Glenice  Drive  has  been  black  topped  by  the  highway  de- 
partment. The  ground  area  around  the  building  and  parking  lot  was 
leveled  off  and  seeded  down  by  the  members  of  the  department  in  mid- 
June,  and  by  being  kept  watered  down  during  the  dry  summer,  it  has  pro- 
duced a  nice  grassy  area  all  around.  During  late  fall,  shrubs  donated  by 
the  Hollis  Garden  Club  and  planted  by  the  department  members  on  the 
east  side  of  the  fire  station,  have  helped  to  put  the  finishing  touches  to  the 
area  to  make  it  look  complete. 

Several  more  sets  of  turn-out- gear  were  again  purchased  this  year  to 
continue  our  program  of  replacing  worn  out  and  obsolete  equipment.  Two 
new  self-contained  breathing  units  were  also  purchased  to  replace  some 
obsolete  ones  that  we  were  using. 

After  town  meeting  last  year,  a  committee  of  department  members 
was  formed  to  purchase  a  new  rescue  van  that  was  voted  upon.  After 
several  meetings  to  gather  information  on  vehicles,  bids  were  put  out  and 
all  were  returned  over  the  amount  of  money  available.  The  committee  got 
together  again  and  reviewed  all  of  the  specs  on  different  vehicles  and 
again  asked  for  bids  which  came  back  within  our  budget  this  time.  The  bid 
was  awarded  to  Whittemore  Truck  Sales  of  Brockton,  Massachusetts 
and  delivery  was  not  expected  until  late  December.  Due  to  the  holdup  of 
some  components  of  the  vehicle,  we  will  not  get  delivery  until  early  1 984. 
After  we  receive  our  new  van,  the  present  van  will  be  turned  over  to  the 
police  department  for  the  Animal  Control  Officer  to  use. 

The  ambulance  squad,  led  this  year  by  Capt.  Lynwood  Lund,  has 
continued  to  do  an  excellent  job  serving  the  medical  needs  of  the  town. 
We  have  had  new  members  join  the  squad,  however,  there  is  still  a 
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pressing  need  for  more  new  members.  Anyone  interested  in  joining  can 
contact  any  squad  member  for  information. 

I  would  also  like  to  remind  people  to  please  be  sure  and  post  their 
house  number  at  the  end  of  their  driveway  so  that  it  can  easily  be  seen 
during  day  or  night.  It  is  a  great  help  to  any  emergency  vehicle  responding 
to  an  emergency  call.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Once  again,  our  cooperative  town  and  state  forest  fire  prevention  and 
control  program  leads  the  nation  in  least  acres  burned  per  forest  fire.  Less 
than  one-half  acre  per  fire  statewide  average. 

At  the  town  level,  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  is  responsible  for  the 
prevention  and  control  of  all  grass  and  woods  fires  when  the  ground  is  not 
snow  covered. 

Forest  fire  prevention  is  achieved  at  the  town  level  by  issuing  a  written 
permit  for  every  fire  that  is  to  be  kindled  on  the  ground  out  of  doors  when 
the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.  Each  person  wishing  to  have  an 
outside  fire  must  obtain  this  written  permission  from  the  town  Fire 
Warden  before  kindling  the  fire.  Any  person  that  does  not  obtain  a  fire 
permit,  when  one  is  required,  is  violating  our  forest  fire  permit  law  and  is 
subject  to  a  court  appearance  and  could  be  fined  up  to  $  1 ,000  and  receive 
a  jail  sentence  of  up  to  one  year. 

No  fire  permit  will  be  issued  between  9:00  a.m.  and  5 :00  p.m.  unless  it 
is  raining.  The  reason  for  this  is  twofold:  the  fire  danger  increases  steadily 
between  9:00  a.m.  and  2:00  p.m.,  then  subsides  to  a  safe  level  between 
2:00  p.m.  and  5:00  p.m.  This  happens  because  the  sun  dries  out  the  fine 
fuels  that  are  easily  ignited  and  dries  the  air  which  permits  rapid  fire 
spread.  Also  during  this  part  of  the  day  fire  fighters  are  not  readily 
available  in  most  communities  so  an  escaped  fire  could  bum  longer  and 
cause  greater  damage  before  being  suppressed. 

Unfortunately  due  to  an  extremely  dry  summer  we  had  more  fire  loss 
in  Mollis  this  year  than  last.  The  fires  burned  deep  and  were  very  time 
consuming  and  costly  to  extinguish.  All  of  our  larger  fires  were  the  direct 
result  of  human  carelessness. 

Your  cooperation  in  burning  only  when  conditions  are  safe  is  greatly 
appreciated. 

As  Smokey  says,  "Remember,  Only  You  Can  Prevent  Forest 
Fires!"

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MOLLIS  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 
1983  REPORT 

The  Highway  Department  has  close  to  90  miles  of  road  to  maintain 
and  winter  snows,  followed  by  rain  storms  when  the  temperature  is  at  32° 
and  there  is  frost  in  the  ground,  make  for  severely  iced  up  roads.  We  try  to 
take  care  of  black  roads  first  with  a  shot  of  salt  then  we  start  on  our  dirt 
roads  with  sand  mixed  with  a  small  amount  of  salt  to  make  it  stick. 

In  June  we  started  to  rebuild  South  Merrimack  Road  however  we 
were  only  able  to  do  8/ 1 0  of  a  mile  from  Nevens  to  Leona  Barber's,  as  the 
property  owner  at  Alsun  Drive  failed  to  grant  the  town  the  necessary 
easement. 

Other  projects  in  1 983:  Gravelled  and  paved  Vi  mile  of  Farley  Road; 
replaced  cement  bridge  on  Worcester  Road;  rebuilt  600'  of  Rocky  Pond 
Road;  constructed  a  parking  lot  for  employees  only  behind  the  town 
hall. 

The  Highway  Department  also  takes  care  of  all  burials  in  the  ceme- 
teries plus  mowing,  trimming.

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DOG  OFFICERS  REPORT 

The  past  year  has  been  relatively  quiet.  We  did  not  have  as  large  a 
population  of  dogs  passing  through  the  kennel  as  we  had  the  year  before. 
However,  since  we  began  using  the  Pepperell  Humane  Society,  (after 
holding  all  animals  for  seven  days),  our  adoption  rate  has  really  in- 
creased. With  the  exception  of  two  older  dogs  who  were  found  to  have 
heartworm  disease,  all  of  our  animals  were  placed  in  new  homes. 

We  still  have  the  problem  of  many  dogs  running  at  large.  We  once 
again  had  a  very  bad  year  with  sheep  attacks.  Fortunately  the  dogs  in- 
volved were  identified.  In  case  people  are  not  aware  of  it,  they  are  re- 
sponsible for  any  damage  their  dogs  cause.  This  is  not  limited  to  resti- 
tution to  the  owners  of  the  animals  which  are  injured  or  killed.  It  also  can 
include  a  fine  up  to  $300.00. 

I  would  also  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  point  out  that  we  have 
changed  the  name  from  Animal  Control  back  to  Dog  Officer.  This  is 
because  we  simply  do  not  have  the  facilities  to  handle  other  animals 
besides  dogs.  If  you  have  a  problem  with  cats  or  any  other  animal  you  can 
still  contact  the  Communications  Center  and  they  can  then  refer  you  to 
the  appropriate  agency  to  handle  your  problem.

In  the  days  when  the  only  way  to  get  water  was  to  lower  a  bucket  into 
the  well  and  haul  it  up,  householders  were  ever  mindful  of  their  water 
supplies.  With  today's  automatic  washers  and  icemakers  when  water  is 
being  used  without  even  turning  the  tap,  the  availability  of  water  is  the 
least  concern,  until  something  goes  wrong. 

The  nearly  20  inches  of  rainfall  in  May  gave  some  people  a  false  sense 
of  abundance.  After  a  very  dry  July,  many  who  hadn't  been  paying 
attention  were  jolted  by  the  realization  that  they  were  without  water. 

This  year  we  were  lucky  to  have  heavy  rains  in  autumn  before  the 
deep  frost  was  in  the  ground  and  the  water  table  began  to  rise  to  resupply 
the  depleted  wells.  For  those  fortunate  enough  to  have  adequate  water  at 
this  time,  it  would  be  wise  to  monitor  your  household's  water  usage  and 
institute  conservation  measures.  Not  only  is  another  dry  spell  inevitable, 
that  wonderful  resource  which  we  rely  on  so  heavily  is  not  inexhaustible. 

Protect  and  conserve  your  water  supply.

The  cost  of  all  construction  was  $8,682,560.  These  figures  represent 
an  increase  of  $3,471,650  over  the  cost  of  construction  in  1982.  The 
number  of  permits  rose  from  176  to  245  and  the  number  of  permits  for 
Single  Family  Residence  was  80,  as  compared  to  40  in  1982. 

The  following  is  a  list  by  year  of  the  number  of  permits  for  Single 
Family  Residence  since  1962.  The  total  number  of  permits  was  982  for 
this  twenty-two  year  period  or  an  average  of  44.6  permits  per  year.  The 
permits  were  as  follows:

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1983  ANNUAL  REPORT 
HOLLIS  PLANNING  BOARD 

At  the  Town  Meeting  in  March,  the  Town  adopted  an  amendment  to 
the  Zoning  Ordinance  regarding  soil  excavation  and  designating  the 
Planning  Board  as  the  regulator  for  soil  excavation.  The  Planning  Board 
has  developed  and  adopted  regulations  pertaining  to  the  excavation  or 
movement  of  soil.  This  year  the  Board  considered  three  (3)  applications 
for  gravel  removal. 

Additional  amendments  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance  that  were  adopted 
at  the  Town  Meeting  include  sign  regulations,  home  occupations,  resi- 
dential construction  and  wetland  conservation  areas. 

This  year  the  Planning  Board  has  studied  innovative  zoning  tech- 
niques with  particular  emphasis  on  establishing  an  overlay  zone  for  the 
preservation  of  prime  farmland.  The  Board  has  also  studied  the  possi- 
bility of  using  engineering  consultants  as  part  of  the  subdivision  review 
process. 

The  State  Legislature  enacted  revisions  to  the  State  Statutes  re- 
garding planning  and  zoning  laws.  The  Planning  Board  is  reviewing  the 
revised  statutes  and  will  initiate  changes  in  the  Town  Ordinance  and 
Regulations  where  necessary. 

In  1983,  the  Planning  Board  approved  thirty- five  (35)  new  building 
lots.  Of  these,  eleven  (11)  lots  were  for  the  Trailer  Park.  In  addition,  the 
Board  approved  ninety-six  (96)  residential  septic  plans.  This  compares 
to  thirty- five  (35)  new  building  lots  and  fifty  (50)  septic  plan  approvals  in 
1982.  During  1983,  twenty- two  (22)  abutter  hearings  and  eight  (8)  other 
public  hearings  were  held.  A  total  of  twelve  (12)  subdivision  plans,  three 
(3)  site  plans,  one  ( 1 )  excavation  permit  and  five  (5)  plans  for  recording 
purposes,  consolidation  or  boundary  line  changes  were  reviewed  and 
approved. 

The  Board  meets  on  the  first  and  third  Mondays  of  the  month.  The 
agenda  for  all  such  meetings  are  posted  on  the  board  at  the  front  of  the 
Town  Hall.  Agenda  of  additional  meetings  of  the  Board  are  also  posted. 

Current  procedures  of  the  Board  are,  in  part,  dictated  by  provisions  of 
N.H.  RSA's.  To  comply  with  these  provisions,  all  submissions  should 
adhere  to  the  following  schedule: 

1.  Subdivisions,  Site  Plans,  Plot  Plans  for  Recording  Purposes, 
Consolidations,  Boundary  Line  Changes: 

An  application  consisting  of  all  required  drawings,  supporting 
data,  abutter  lists  and  appropriate  fees  must  be  received  at  the 
Planning  Board  Office  at  least  fifteen  (15)  days  prior  to  the  regu- 
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larly  scheduled  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  on  the  third  Monday 
of  the  month.  If  all  required  data  is  presented,  the  Board  will 
accept  the  application  at  the  regular  meeting.  If  the  application 
is  incomplete,  the  Board  must  deny  the  application. 

Copies  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  Land  Subdivision  Regulations 
and  Site  Plan  Regulations  are  available  at  the  Planning  Board 
Office. 

2.  Septic  Plans: 

State  approved  septic  plans  and  applicable  building  permits  rights 
for  approval  prior  to  building  permit  application  may  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Planning  Board  Office  at  any  time. 

Procedures  for  obtaining  a  building  permit,  building  permit  right 
applications  and  copies  of  the  Building  Regulations  are  available 
at  the  Planning  Board  Office.

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CEMETERY  COMMISSION 

The  Cemetery  Commission  has  met  on  a  monthly  basis  during  1983. 

We  were  fortunate  to  learn  that  the  DAR  had  information  relevant  to 
all  the  cemeteries  which  was  recorded  in  the  early  1 900's.  They  have  very 
graciously  allowed  us  to  copy  this  information  for  use  in  cross  reference 
with  the  information  already  recorded  on  the  card  system  in  use  in  the 
Town  Hall.  The  Commission  members  are  now  in  the  process  of  cross 
checking  this  information  with  the  card  system.  The  completion  of  this 
project  will  mean  the  card  files  will  be  more  nearly  complete  and 
accurate. 

We  also  visited  the  Pine  Hill  and  Church  Cemeteries  to  evaluate  the 
vandalism  that  is  being  done  in  both  places.  It  is  extremely  disturbing  to 
see  the  destruction  that  has  taken  place  in  both  places.  The  Church 
Cemetery  contains  a  great  deal  of  Hollis  history  which  is  being  lost 
needlessly,  repair  to  the  old  slate  stones  is  virtually  impossible. 

The  members  of  this  Commission  have  been  very  cooperative  and 
active  as  we  move  forward  in  the  process  of  improving' the  cemetery 
records. 

We  have  also  been  fortunate  to  have  excellent  cooperation  from  the 
personnel  in  the  Town  Hall,  as  well  as  from  Roy  Wilkins,  Sexton,  in 
the  care  of  the  cemeteries.

MOLLIS  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
1983  ANNUAL  REPORT 

1 983  saw  the  completion  and  delivery  of  the  WATER  RESOURCES 
PROTECTION  REPORT  for  the  Town  of  HoUis.  This  project  was 
conducted  by  Ralph  Perkins,  Joan  Dorsey,  and  Edward  Himlan  of  the 
Nashua  River  Watershed  Association  staff,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
Hollis  AD  HOC  Water  Resources  Committee  and  the  HoUis  Conserva- 
tion Commission,  and  many  other  Hollis  residents.  Funding  was  provided 
by  the  Hollis  Conservation  Commission,  the  New  Hampshire  Charit- 
able Fund,  and  Sanders  Associates.  We  wish  to  thank  all  agencies  and 
individuals  who  helped  in  the  completion  of  this  important  project,  which 
contains  many  recommendations  for  action  to  be  taken  by  town  agencies 
as  well  as  warnings  regarding  potential  pollution  sources.  The  Board  of 
Selectman,  the  Planning  Board,  and  the  Long- Range  Planning  Board  all 
have  copies  of  the  report,  and  the  Planning  Board  also  has  large  overlay 
maps  showing  Groundwater  Resources,  Slopes,  Surface  Wetlands  and 
Habitats,  and  Surface  Watersheds. 

Among  the  recommendations  for  town  action  is  more  adequate  pro- 
tection of  the  existing  municipal  well.  The  Hollis  Conservation  Com- 
mission is  giving  this  recommendation  immediate  attention  and  the 
USGS  has  put  in  observation  wells  near  this  site  and  will  be  monitoring 
them  on  a  regular  basis. 

The  report  also  recommended  that  a  duplicate  well  be  developed  in  a 
different  aquifer,  namely  the  Flints  Brook  aquifer,  and  the  USGS  has  put 
in  observation  wells  at  that  site,  as  well  as  several  other  sites  in  Hollis,  as 
possible  sources  of  water  if  the  municipal  well  becomes  unuseable. 

Among  the  warnings  given  for  possible  sources  of  pollution  of  in- 
dividual wells  is  the  eventual  and  inevitable  rusting  through  of  metal 
underground  fiiel  storage  tanks  and  consequent  leaking  of  oil  into  the 
ground  and  surrounding  wells.  This  threat  is  particularly  serious  in  the 
watershed  of  an  existing  or  potential  public  supply.  The  recommendation 
was  made  that  a  zoning  ordinance  be  adopted  to  require  proper  design, 
installation,  and  monitoring  of  fuel  and  chemical  storage  tanks  in  water- 
shed areas  contributary  to  public  water  supplies;  also  that  an  appropriate 
local  agency;  e.g.,  health  board,  fire  chief,  be  instructed  to  establish  and 
maintain  a  record  system  including  design,  date  of  installation,  exact 
location,  capacity  and  history  of  testing  of  all  underground  storage  tanks. 
The  Nashua  River  Watershed  Association  is  willing  to  help  obtain 
further  information  on  design,  testing,  and  related  issues  regarding 
underground  tanks. 

Among  other  activities  of  members  of  the  HoUis  Conservation 
Commission  was  the  participation  in  the  New  Hampshire  Task  Force  for 
Acid  Rain  monitoring  program,  since  completed;  and  the  Nashua  River 
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Watershed  Association  monitoring  program  which  is  presently  being 
conducted  on  the  lakes  and  ponds  in  HoUis  and  the  surrounding  areas. 

In  September  the  HoUis  Conservation  Commission  received  the 
federal  matching  funds  for  the  acquisition  of  the  Mill-Pasture  lot,  off 
Rideout  Road,  making  it  possible  to  exercise  the  option  to  buy  this 
property  from  the  Hollis  Land  Trust.  The  HoUis  Land  Trust  held  this 
property  for  a  whole  year  for  the  Hollis  Conservation  Commission, 
pending  completion  of  the  federal  grant  process.  Without  the  assistance 
of  the  Hollis  Land  Trust  the  town  could  not  have  acquired  this  property 
which  fills  in  the  Greenway  along  Flints  Brook. 

Again  we  wish  to  thank  Austin  Chandler  for  his  invaluable  help  with 
town  maps  and  Tom  Enright  of  the  Hollis  Land  Trust  for  his  generous 
assistance  to  the  Commission. 

We  also  wish  to  thank  the  townspeople  for  their  continuing  support  for 
the  work  of  this  Commission.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 

NASHUA  REGIONAL  PLANNING  COMMISSION 

TOWN  OF  HOLLIS,  N.H. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  significant  success  for  the  Commission 
both  in  representing  the  interests  of  the  region  and  in  providing  direct 
local  assistance  to  communities  within  the  region. 

The  Commission  has  continued  to  provide  a  high  level  of  local  service 
to  the  Town.  This  has  included  substantial  assistance  to  the  Planning 
Board  in  its  development  of  regulations  governing  the  excavation  of  sand 
and  gravel.  The  NRPC  also  reviewed  and  commented  upon  the  impacts 
of  a  proposed  excavation. 

The  Commission  has  also  assisted  the  Town's  Long  Range  Planning 
Committee  in  its  efforts  to  initiate  a  mapping  project  to  identify  and 
deUneate  significant  natural  resources  and  physical  characteristics. 
These  maps  will  provide  a  comprehensive  base  for  all  local  boards  in  their 
decision-making. 

We  have  also  consulted  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  regarding  po- 
tential solutions  to  water  quality  problems  of  Silver  Lake  and  Flints 
Pond.  We  have  also  worked  with  State  highway  officials  regarding  the 
installation  of  traffic  lights  at  the  Route  1 30/Route  1 22  intersection,  and 
continue  to  involve  the  Town  in  the  transportation  planning  process  for 
the  Nashua  area. 

Regional  projects  have  included  the  continuation  of  the  Commis- 
sion's Aquifer  Delineation  Study  which  is  now  into  its  third  and  final 
year.  The  NRPC  convened  a  regional  task  force  to  study  and  develop  a 
consensus  on  the  region's  transportation  problems  and  potential  solu- 
tions. The  Commission  was  also  instrumental  in  providing  a  forum 
through  which  area  municipalities  could  discuss  options  available  for 
complying  with  the  State's  soUd  waste  law.  The  result  has  been  the 
formation  of  a  solid  waste  district  through  which  future  planning  for  solid 
waste  management  can  be  accomplished.  Additionally,  the  Commission 
is  assisting  the  Souhegan  Regional  Landfill  District  in  undertaking  a 
study  of  cooperative  approaches  to  solve  the  problems  associated  with 
septage  disposal  within  its  member  towns.  The  Commission  also  coor- 
dinated a  cooperative  bid  on  fuel  oil  in  which  five  towns  participated  in  the 
cooperative  bid  solicitation  process. 

In  the  legislative  arena,  the  Commission  sponsored  a  gathering  of 
area  legislators  to  brief  them  on  pressing  regional  concerns  which  might 
be  addressed  through  legislative  action.  The  Commission  then  continued 
to  provide  information  to  legislators  and  local  officials  throughout  the 
most  recent  biennial  session  of  the  legislature.  Also,  with  the  passage  of 
the  recodified  planning  and  zoning  enabling  legislation,  the  Commission 
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assisted  local  officials  in  adjusting  to  the  new  law  by  co-sponsoring  a  law 
lecture  series  which  addressed  the  topic,  and  through  periodic  mailings 
and  updates. 

Lx)cal  officials  and  area  residents  were  also  kept  informed  on  local 
and  regional  issues,  problems  and  solutions  through  the  Commission's 
newsletter  SOUNDINGS,  and  through  the  Dispatch  and  Legislative 
Alert  mailings  throughout  the  year. 

The  Commission  looks  forward  to  continued  service  to  its  members  in 
the  year  ahead,  and  to  working  with  local  and  state  officials  in  seeking 
regional  solutions  to  common  problems.

1983  REPORT 

Status  of  the  major  activities  1983  and  1984  projections. 

A.  Work  on  updating  the  "Municipal  Land  Use  Map"  has  had  top 
priority  and  at  year  end  1983  is  70%  complete.  March  1984  is  the 
targeted  completion  date  for  local  inputs  and  at  that  time  it  will  be 
turned  over  the  the  Nashua  Regional  Planning  Commission  for 
formal  completion  with  a  target  date  of  June  1984. 

B.  Open  Space  Consideration.  Committee  member  Richard  R.  Rusk 
is  heading  up  this  project.  His  first  report  was  submitted  December 
15,  1983  and  research  on  this  subject  will  continue  through  the  first 
quarter  of  1984.  Sufficient  information  will  be  acquired  by  this  time 
so  that  a  positive  recommendation  can  be  made  and  incorporated  in 
the  town's  updated  Master  Plan. 

C.  Recommendations  to  the  Planning  Board.  On  October  27,  1983 
the  following  subjects  were  included  in  a  recommendation  to  the 
Planning  Board: 

1 .  Percolation  Testing  —  Time  period 

2.  Earth  Materials  —  Removal  of  same  —  includes  top  soil 

3.  Prime  agricultural  land  development 

D.  Engineering  Services.  Our  January  1 984  meeting  will  highlight  this 
subject.  Specific  attention  will  be  paid  to  those  functions  in  the  Town 
of  HoUis  that  can  possibly  benefit,  e.g.,  Planning  Board,  ZBA,  Long 
Range  Planning,  Road  Agent,  Building  Inspector,  etc. 

E.  Innovative  Zoning.  Our  February  1984  meeting  will  feature  a 
presentation  by  the  Nashua  Regional  Planning  Commission  on  this 
subject.  Examples  are  how  this  approach  to  zoning  is  being  used  in 
several  N.H.  towns. 

Summary. 

We  wish  to  extend  our  thanks  to  Louise  R  King,  secretary  to  our 
committee  and  Administrative  Assistant  to  the  Selectmen.  Her  help  and 
work  on  our  behalf  is  much  appreciated.  Also  for  the  cooperation  this 
fledgling  committee  has  received  from  the  various  boards  and  functions  of 
the  town.

There  are  also  spine  labels  on  all  the  books  now,  making  it  easier  to  locate 
a  special  author  or  Dewey  Decimal  number. 

The  library  has  a  new  (used)  copier  which  Conway  Office  Products 
has  been  kind  enough  to  allow  us  to  keep.  We  do  not  generate  enough 
income  to  satisfy  their  usual  rental  fee,  but  Mr.  Conway  is  letting  us  have 
the  machine  anyway.  This  means  that  school  children  can  copy  informa- 
tion they  may  need  from  reference  books  which  can't  be  checked  out. 

A  substantial  amount  of  money  was  received  in  memory  of  Wendell 
Wright,  one  of  the  library's  most  loyal  patrons.  We  used  the  money  to 
increase  the  book  collection,  adding  many  more  volumes  than  would 
otherwise  have  been  possible. 

The  annual  book  sale  was  held  in  the  fall  rather  than  the  spring  this 
year,  but  next  year  we  hope  to  hold  it  on  the  same  day  as  the  Garden  Club 
plant  sale,  as  is  our  usual  practice.  A  Christmas  Open  House  was  held  on 
the  first  Saturday  of  December,  with  Christmas  music,  refreshments,  and 
a  display  of  our  collection  of  books  featuring  Christmas  stories,  crafts, 
cooking,  etc.  At  present  we  are  having  a  paperback  book  give-away  of 
donated  or  discarded  paperbacks. 

If  you  are  not  a  library  user,  why  not  come  in  some  time  this  year  and 
see  what  we  have  to  offer  you?  You  may  be  pleasantly  surprised.

ZONING  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT  —  1983 

As  nearly  as  can  be  determined  from  presently  available  records, 
Mollis  established  its  first  zoning  regulations  in  May  1941  under  the 
provisions  of  state  law  which  since  1925  with  amendments  in  1935 
permitted  communities  to  regulate  the  private  use  of  land  in  some  re- 
spects for  the  greater  good.  Under  the  state  enabling  legislation  both  then 
and  now,  any  town  which  institutes  zoning  regulations  must  also  estab- 
lish a  Board  of  Adjustment  which  is  empowered  to  hear,  and  act  upon, 
appeals  from  individuals  and  to  grant  variances  and  exceptions  to  the 
general  zoning  regulations  where  special  conditions  exist  such  that  strict 
application  of  the  ordinance  would  create  undue  hardship  and  where  the 
spirit  and  intent  of  the  ordinance  will  still  be  maintained. 

The  conditions  and  requirements  under  which  variances  and  excep- 
tions can  be  granted  are  strict  and  quite  narrow.  Nevertheless,  the  Board 
of  Adjustment  may,  and  indeed  is  bound  to,  interpret  those  conditions 
and  requirements  in  the  light  of  testimony  presented  at  a  pubUc  hearing  in 
each  instance  of  an  appeal.

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DOINGS  OF  THE  SELECTMEN  —  1983 

The  year  1983  was  a  year  of  economic  recovery  as  shown  by  re- 
newed growth  in  our  community.  Building  permits  increased  by  40  single 
family  home  permits  over  1982.  All  new  homes  and  additions  were 
appraised  with  a  result  of  some  $4,200,000  increase  in  the  tax  base.  The 
tax  rate  increased  this  year  from  $35.50  to  $37.36  per  thousand.  We 
finished  the  year  with  an  operating  surplus  of  approximately  $200,000. 

The  first  phase  of  our  new  highway  reconstruction  program  started  on 
South  Merrimack  Road  with  %  of  a  mile  completed  of  the  planned  one 
mile,  as  well  as  completing  a  second  construction  phase  of  Farley  Road. 
The  second  phase  of  reconstruction  on  South  Merrimack  Road  will  start 
this  spring  along  with  the  completion  of  the  Farley  Road  project. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Board  appointed  a  Teen  Center  Study  Com- 
mittee which  resulted  in  the  formation  of  a  teen  program  which  got 
underway  in  October  of  this  year  at  Nichols  Field. 

We  also  undertook  the  reorganization  of  the  Long  Range  Planning 
Committee  and  appointed  three  new  members  to  this  all  important 
group. 

As  the  town  has  continued  to  grow  with  more  homes,  industrial  and 
commercial  properties  coming  onto  the  tax  rolls,  we  have  become 
acutely  aware  of  the  increased  demands  being  placed  upon  our  Police 
Department.  They  are  at  the  point  of  outgrowing  the  present  facilities  and 
because  of  this  we  appointed  a  building  committee  early  in  the  summer  to 
undertake  a  study  of  the  present  and  future  needs  of  department  facilities 
as  well  as  site  and  building  design  recommendations  with  a  preliminary 
report  due  late  in  1 983.  Committee  members  are:  Brad  Glass,  Dr.  James 
Squires,  Chief  Paul  Bosquet,  Michael  Grady,  Roy  Richardson,  Ken 
Towne,  James  Monahan  and  Phil  Mercer,  ex-officio. 

The  HoUis  Board  of  Selectmen  view,  with  deep  concern,  the  ever 
increasing  thrust  of  new  State  laws  to  remove  the  right  of  home  rule  within 
the  cities  and  towns.  We  know  of  the  financial  cataclysm  that  hit  our  sister 
cities  and  towns  of  Massachusetts  when  all  locally  administered  welfare 
needs  were  turned  over  by  the  municipalities  there  to  Beacon  Hill  and  the 
Massachusetts  State  House.  This  is  a  dangerous  trend  which  should  not 
be  permitted  in  New  Hampshire  yet  time  and  time  again  we  are  being 
bludgeoned  by  the  legislated  philosophy  that  the  State  is  all-wise  and  thus 
better  able  to  deal  with  those  areas  which  have  traditionally  been  the 
responsibility  of  the  local  governing  bodies. 

In  past  years'  reports  we  discussed  the  subject  of  the  erosion  of  town 
rule  by  the  State  Administration.  This  year,  under  State  mandate,  the 
town  joined  the  newly  formed  Solid  Waste  Management  District  along 
with  seven  other  cities  and  towns  in  this  area.  We  also  were  required  to 
form  a  Septage  Waste  Study  Committee  along  with  the  other  towns  in  the 
Souhegan  Regional  Landfill  District.  Coupled  with  this,  new  rules  were 
promulgated  by  the  state  affecting  the  Solid  Waste  Landfill  in  Amherst. 
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The  results  of  these  mandates  can  be  seen  under  the  appropriate  headings 
in  this  year's  budget  and  will  unquestionably  become  more  expensive  in 
future  years. 

Last  fall,  when  we  received  the  annual  tax  bill  from  Hillsborough 
County  for  this  year's  support,  the  Board  decided  to  do  something  about 
the  spiraling  cost  which  has  reached  27%  of  the  town's  budget.  The  town 
receives  very  little  in  services  for  this.  We  wrote  a  letter  to  the  N.H. 
Municipal  Association  as  well  as  every  town  and  city  in  Hillsborough 
County  calling  for  the  formation  of  a  statewide  Study  Committee  to  study 
the  need,  if  any,  for  county  government  and  calling  for  legislation  which 
would  result  in  removing  duplications  in  services  performed  by  the 
County.  The  Association  has  agreed  to  form  a  committee  with  reports 
due  in  1985. 

Our  Town  Map  Coordinator,  Austin  Chandler,  has  continued  to  work 
diligently  on  our  tax  maps  in  an  effort  to  keep  them  up  to  date.  This  is  a 
most  tedious  task  and  one  that  Austin  has  done  well.  His  many  years  of 
devoted  service  have  been  greatly  appreciated. 

The  year  has  been  a  very  busy  and  eventful  one.  Prudent  manage- 
ment of  your  town  is  being  accomplished  by  a  great  number  of  men  and 
women  who  are  full  time  employees,  volunteers,  elected  or  appointed 
officials.  These  people  work  hard  and  give  a  great  deal  of  themselves  to 
make  Hollis  what  it  is  today  —  "A  good  place  in  which  to  live".  We  want 
to  say  "thank  you"  for  a  good  job  very  well  done  this  past  year.  Our 
various  boards  and  elected  officials  are  listed  in  the  front  of  this  town 
report.  Full  time  personnel  are  listed  under  their  respective  department 
report.

School  Moderator,  Dr.  James  Squires,  called  the  meeting  to  order  at 
7:37  PM,  in  Walters  Auditorium,  HoUis  AREA  High  School.  He  intro- 
duced the  following  School  Board  members:  Gerald  Homik,  Mary 
Kaplan,  Winifred  Hall,  James  Belanger,  and  Susan  Durham  and  also 
School  District  Clerk  Adelaide  Saunders. 

ARTICLE  #1:  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board  and  Truant  Officer  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any  other  officers 
or  agents  of  the  District. 

William  Roberts  moved  that  Article  1  be  tabled  and  acted  upon  under 
Article  #6.  Motion  was  seconded  by  Frank  Durham,  and  the  motion 
carried. 

ARTICLE  #2:  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees, 
or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Nancy  Fischer,  chairman  of  the  High  School  Building  Committee, 
gave  a  report  on  the  new  high  school  addition,  which  was  open  for  school 
use  in  September,  1 982.  The  addition  is  almost  complete,  and  the  budget 
came  within  the  $660,000  of  the  bond  issue,  rather  than  $675 ,000  as  was 
voted  in  March,  1982.  Mrs.  Fischer  thanked  the  members  of  the  Build- 
ing Committee:  Richard  Casale,  William  Roberts,  Eliot  Ware,  Gerald 
Wilkins,  Richard  Drisko,  James  Belanger,  Gerald  Holmberg,  Gene 
Sidore,  William  Ferree,  Daniel  Moegelin,  James  Squires,  Jane  Ballard, 
Philip  Dahlinger,  CeUa  McAllister,  Guy  Ferland,  and  Rolf  Bremer.  She 
also  thanked  Joe  Shea  and  Polly  Armstrong.  Students,  staff",  and  ad- 
ministrators are  very  pleased  with  the  new  space,  and  the  improved  at- 
mosphere for  learning. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Nick  Coniaris  that  the  report  of  the  High 
School  Building  Committee  and  the  reports  as  printed  in  the  school 
report  be  accepted.  Peggy  Van  Blarigan  seconded  the  motion,  and  the 
motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  #3:  To  choose  Agents  and  Committees  in  relation  to  any 
subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

Nancy  Fischer  moved  that  Article  #  3  be  passed  over.  Stanley  Porter 
seconded  the  motion,  and  the  motion  passed. 
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ARTICLE  #  4:  To  see  if  the  District  will  authorize  the  School  Board  to 
make  application  for  and  receive  in  the  name  of  the  District  such  ad- 
vances, grants,  and  aids,  or  other  funds  for  educational  purposes  as  may 
now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  the  United  States  Government,  or 
from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  or  from  any  other  state  or  private 
agency,  and  to  expend  the  same  in  accordance  with  RSA  198:20b. 

William  Ferree  moved  that  we  accept  Article  #4  as  printed.  Nancy 
Fischer  seconded  the  motion,  and  the  motion  passed. 

ARTICLE  #  5 :  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  purpose  of  implementing  energy  conservation 
measures  at  Hollis  Elementary  School  and  Mollis  AREA  High  School. 

Gerald  Homik  moved  that  the  District  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $0.00  for  the  purpose  of  implementing  energy  conservation  measures 
at  Hollis  Elementary  School  and  Hollis  AREA  High  School.  The  motion 
was  seconded  by  James  Belanger. 

Two  projects,  which  were  to  replace  window  walls  at  the  Elementary 
School  and  High  School,  were  considered  by  the  Energy  Conservation 
Committee.  However,  at  current  oil  prices,  these  projects  would  have  an 
8-9  year  payback,  so  the  School  Board  did  not  recommend  doing  the  work 
at  this  time.  The  motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  #6:  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  and 
benefits  for  School  District  officials,  employees  and  agents,  and  for  the 
payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  District. 

Roger  Saunders  moved  that  the  District  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $4,002,478.00  for  the  support  of  the  schools,  for  the  payment  of 
salaries  and  benefits  for  School  District  officials,  employees,  and  agents, 
and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  District.  The  motion 
was  seconded  by  Patsy  Roberts. 

School  Board  Chairman  Gerald  Homik  reviewed  the  budget,  which 
included  one  additional  staff  member,  a  physical  science  and  computer 
teacher  for  the  High  School.  Also  budgeted  is  $  1 1 ,000  for  five  additional 
computers,  three  for  the  Elementary  School,  one  for  the  Junior  High 
School,  and  one  for  the  High  School. 

Bill  Ferree  discussed  progress  in  solving  acoustic  problems  at  the 
Junior  High  School,  and  he  moved  that  the  budget  be  amended  with  an 
increase  of  $5,000.00  in  account  #2-2540-600,  earmarked  for  further 
acoustic  repairs  at  the  Junior  High  School. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Gene  Sidore,  and  the  amendment 
motion  carried. 
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George  Clark  moved  that  we  amend  the  budget  in  the  contingency 
area,  account  #0-23 1 0-870,  with  a  reduction  from  $30,000  to  $  1 5,000. 
Bill  Price  seconded  the  amendment  motion.  After  some  discussion,  the 
amendment  was  defeated  by  a  voice  vote. 

Article  #6  was  then  voted  by  a  voice  vote,  and  carried,  as  amended, 
that  the  District  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,007,478.00  for  the 
support  of  the  schools. 

School  Board  Chairman  Gerald  Hornik  suggested  that  the  meeting 
thank  Mary  Kaplan  for  her  work  on  the  board  since  August,  filling  in  the 
year  for  Jane  Ballard,  who  had  to  resign  because  of  illness. 

The  moderator  then  heard  a  motion  to  adjourn  by  William  Ferree, 
seconded  by  David  April.  The  motion  carried  and  the  meeting  adjourned 
at  9:35  PM.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 
MOLLIS  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

On  August  31,  1984,  the  Hollis  Elementary  School  staff  welcomed 
over  430  students.  The  continued  goal  this  year  is  "Excellence"  and  the 
staff  has  readily  accepted  the  challenge.  As  our  society  is  rapidly 
progressing  in  technology,  the  demands  on  educators  to  meet  the  needs  of 
our  students  are  steadily  becoming  greater.  Therefore,  our  educational 
programs  are  being  updated  continuously. 

To  provide  the  best  possible  programs  for  our  students,  we  have 
curriculum  committees  who  are  making  necessary  revisions  in  existing 
programs.  In  addition,  a  Computer  Literacy  program  was  introduced  last 
year,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  David  Ward,  to  give  our  students  the 
basic  skills  in  computer  literacy.  This  program  has  been  expanded  this 
year  and  will  continue  to  grow  in  the  future. 

Our  close  association  with  the  Beaver  Brook  Association  is  con- 
tinuing, and  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Kathi  Post  Bond,  our  students  are 
receiving  an  excellent  program  in  outdoor  education  which  relates 
directly  to  our  science  curriculum. 

When  a  school  has  an  excellent  group  of  volunteers,  all  students 
derive  great  benefits.  Hollis  has  an  outstanding  group  of  volunteers 
including  the  Beaver  Brook  Association,  the  HolHs  Elementary  People 
(HEP),  the  Hollis  Police  Department,  and  the  Hollis  Fire  Department. 
In  addition,  we  are  fortunate  to  have  over  one  hundred  volunteers  who  aid 
us  tremendously  in  the  classrooms,  in  the  library  and  in  the  cafeteria.  We 
deeply  appreciate  the  assistance  of  these  groups. 

Earlier  this  year,  a  committee  was  formed  to  study  the  Readiness 
program  and  explore  the  possibility  of  initiating  a  Kindergarten  program. 
The  committee,  consisting  of  School  Board  members,  parents,  and 
teachers  has  spent  countless  hours  in  research  and  discussion.  They  will 
be  submitting  their  report  to  the  School  Board,  and  we  wish  to  thank  them 
for  all  their  hard  work. 

The  Pupil  Personnel  Team  has  been  extremely  busy  in  meeting  the 
needs  of  the  students  with  whom  they  are  working.  Many  hours  are  spent 
in  developing  individualized  programs  for  students  with  special  needs, 
and  the  results  of  the  team's  efforts  are  reflected  in  the  steady  progress 
made  by  the  students. 

Each  year  the  Staff  Development  Committee  is  challenged  to  provide 
meaningful  workshops  for  the  staff,  and  this  year  the  variety  of  workshops 
has  given  each  staff  member  an  opportunity  for  continued  professional 
growth.  The  committee  is  to  be  commended  for  developing  an  excellent 
program. 

In  striving  for  "Excellence,"  we  understand  the  educational  roads  are 
not  always  smooth;  however,  we  shall  continue  to  meet  every  obstacle 
with  a  positive  approach  to  ensure  that  each  child's  needs  are  met.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

HOLLIS  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

1983 

The  1 983-84  school  year  opened  with  four  new  staff  members  David 
Bond,  Science;  Sally  Hunt,  Guidance  (part-time);  Mary  Weller,  Libra- 
rian, and  Wilbur  Kaslick,  Band.  We  also  have  four  teachers  returning  to 
our  staff,  Margaret  Grupposo,  English/Social  Studies;  Jann  Gledhill, 
Reading;  Sharon  Johansen,  Music,  and  Terry  Miller,  Industrial  Arts. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Jane  Ballard  Memorial  Fund  and  the  New 
Hampshire  Commission  on  the  Arts,  we  are  fortunate  to  have  the  services 
of  a  professional  writer  to  work  with  our  students.  Elizabeth  Kirschner 
will  be  working  with  80  students  who  have  expressed  a  strong  desire  to 
participate  in  her  program.  She  is  meeting  with  her  students  from  each  of 
the  three  schools  one  day  each  week. 

We  have  the  largest  eighth  grade  class  in  the  history  of  the  HoUis 
School  System,  with  150  students  enrolled. 

At  the  Hollis  School  District  Meeting  last  March,  the  voters  ap- 
proved a  plan  to  construct  walls  between  each  classroom  area  and 
between  the  first  and  second  levels.  This  has  made  a  tremendous  im- 
provement in  the  teaching/learning  environment.  However,  we  are  con- 
tinuing to  evaluate,  with  staff  members,  the  need  to  completely  enclose 
each  teaching  area.  This  evaluation  must  be  carried  out  in  conjunction 
with  a  review  of  the  heating  and  ventilating  system. 

We  now  have  5  micro-computers  and  have  developed  a  computer 
literacy  program  for  implementation  in  the  Fall  of  1984,  hopefully,  we 
can  add  more  hardware  to  enhance  this  program. 

We  continue  to  work  closely  with  Hollis  Elementary  School,  Brook- 
line  Elementary  School,  and  the  Hollis  AREA  High  School  to  meet  the 
needs  of  our  students.  Presently  one  elementary  student  is  enrolled  in  our 
Algebra  program  and  we  have  two  students  enrolled  in  Geometry  and  one 
student  in  Pre-Calculus  at  the  Hollis  AREA  High  School. 

We  are  proud  of  the  fact  that  three  of  our  7th  grade  students  qualified 
to  attend  the  John  Hopkins  University  ( Center  of  Academically  Talented 
Youth  Program)  held  this  past  summer.  Of  the  eight  awards  presented  to 
New  Hampshire,  students  from  Hollis  Junior  High  received  five  of  the 
awards.  The  students  and  their  parents  are  to  be  congratulated  on  this 
superb  achievement. 

We  continue  to  offer  our  after- school  program  with  such  activities  as: 
Soccer,  Flag  Football,  Street  Hockey,  Basketball,  Archery,  Computer 
Club,  French  Club,  Yearbook,  Student  Council;  being  extremely  popular 
with  our  students. 

Our  7th  grade  students  attend  the  Stone  Environmental  School  in 
Maine  as  part  of  their  educational  program.  This  is  an  excellent  oppor- 
tunity for  students,  to  learn  first  hand,  about  our  salt  water  and  coastal 
environment. 

We  would  like  to  thank  our  school  volunteers  for  the  many  hours  of 
devoted  service  they  have  given  to  our  students  and  school.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 
HOLLIS  AREA  HIGH  SCHOOL 


Hollis  High  School  entered  the  computer  age  in  1 983.  We  increased 
the  number  of  our  computer  course  sections  by  100  percent,  which  made 
basic  computer  literacy  skills  available  to  many  more  of  our  students.  The 
administration  even  got  into  the  computer  act  by  computerizing  the  report 
card  system.  It  was  a  struggle  at  first,  starting  with  almost  no  knowledge 
of  computers,  but  the  results  have  proven  to  be  advantageous  to  all. 

Our  new  Student  Council  President,  Guy  Ferland  and  Vice-Presi- 
dent Anne  Sherman  have  provided  strong  leadership  for  the  Council  and 
have  effectively  communicated  the  needs  of  the  student  body  to  the 
faculty  and  to  the  administration.  As  a  result  of  action  taken  by  several 
Student  Council  Reform  Committees  over  the  past  few  years,  we  insti- 
tuted a  grade  weighting  system  for  the  first  time  in  1983. 

We  continued  to  refine  our  skills  continua  for  grades  R-12  in  several 
subject  areas.  The  Social  Studies  and  Science  skills  were  the  most  recent 
to  be  completed. 

The  results  of  the  Accountability  Testing  in  Math,  History  and 
Language  Arts  skills  were  very  satisfying.  We  met  or  exceeded  our 
expectations  in  almost  all  areas,  with  the  exception  of  very  few  of  our 
objectives.  The  tests  helped  us  to  identify  those  areas  of  our  curriculum 
that  we  need  to  strengthen. 

The  High  School  Parent  Volunteers  under  the  direction  of  Nancy 
Fischer,  continued  to  supply  invaluable  assistance  in  the  kitchen  and  as 
teacher  helpers  and  student  tutors.

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SUPERINTENDENTS  REPORT 

Education  in  HoUis  and  Brookline  in  1 983  has  been  highlighted  by  a 
focus  on  a  series  of  national  reports  and  by  the  work  of  several  important 
committees. 

Early  in  1 983  we  began  to  receive  copies  of  reports  of  commissions  and 
task  forces  that  were  igniting  the  interest  of  the  news  media,  parents, 
nonparent  taxpayers,  educators,  business  people  and  other  citizens  about 
the  importance  of  high  quality  education  to  the  future  of  our  nation.  Our 
newly  formed  SAU  #41  Curriculum  Council  began  to  examine  each  of 
those  reports  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  or  not  our  schools 
were  as  effective  as  they  could  be.  The  consensus  to  date  has  been  that 
there  is  always  room  for  improvement  and  that  the  Curriculum  Council 
should  and  will  be  promoting  program  improvements  which  will  bring  us 
closer  to  our  goal  of  excellence.  Karen  Coulter  is  the  Chairperson  of  the 
Curriculum  Council  for  the  1983-84  schol  year. 

Carolyn  Araujo  was  appointed  Chairperson  of  the  Readiness/Kin- 
dergarten Study  Committee  in  HoUis.  Her  committee  worked  diligently 
throughout  the  Fall  to  determine  the  direction  that  the  district  should  be 
taking  in  pre-first  grade  education. 

During  the  summer  of  1 983  teams  of  staff  members  met  to  review  and 
rewrite  curriculum  in  both  science  and  social  studies.  Beverly  Waitt 
(Brookline  Elementary)  chaired  the  social  studies  group,  while  Robert 
Whitmore  (Mollis  AREA  High)  was  the  chairman  in  science. 

Nadine  Densmore  (HoUis  Elementary)  became  the  chairperson  of 
the  SAU  #41  Staff  Development  Committee.  That  committee  has  ex- 
pressed a  commitment  to  the  improvement  of  curriculum  which  is  being 
reflected  in  the  inservice  programs  being  presented  to  staff  during  the 
current  year. 

The  purpose  of  this  report  is  to  identify  the  work  that  is  going  on 
district-wide  in  the  area  of  improvement,  and  to  make  it  known  that  the 
improvements  we  are  making  help  solidify  our  collective  investment. 
Education  is  an  investment,  not  an  expense.  Investing  in  human  resource 
pays  off,  and  we  cannot  afford  the  cost  of  educational  neglect.  A  failure  to 
invest  in  our  people,  through  education,  will  ultimately  lead  to  lost  pro- 
ductivity, increased  welfare,  and  fuller  correctional  institutions. 

The  Hollis  and  Brookline  School  Boards  and  their  professional  em- 
ployees are  dedicated  to  the  youth  of  these  communities,  and  their  dedi- 
cation may  be  best  expressed  through  a  theme  that  will  be  seen  and  heard 
a  great  deal  in  the  immediate  future  .  .  .  PUBLIC  EDUCATION:  A 
SOUND  INVESTMENT  IN  AMERICA.
